To see if the Town will vote to repeal the provision that 
site plan review shall only apply to non-residential and multi-family 
Tesidential construction with a value of ten thousand follars ($10,00,) 
or more; said provision having been included in an amended motion to 
grant site plan review authority to the Planning Board at the 1982 
annual Town Meeting. Per request of the Planning Board. 

Voice Vote. Article voted down. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to require the Town Planning 
Board to post the results of its Board decisions in the same manner 
and places as it now posts the advance notices of its meetings. By 
petition. After discussion Article 24 was amended to read as follows: 
Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to require the Town Planning 
Board to post minutes of meetings and Board decisions in at least 3 
public places. 

Voice Vote. Article passed as amended. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town's 
representatives to the general court to take all necessary measures to 
insure that no low level radioactive waste from the Seabrook Nuclear 
Plant shall be stored or disposed of within this Town of Walpole, N.H. 
unless and until the proposed site of the proposed storage or disposal 
has been approved by the voters of the Town at the annual Town Meeting 
by written ballot. By petition. 


Voted by ballot. Yes 60 No 18 Article passed. 


Article 26. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. 
Malcolm "Bill" Williams presented an added article to be acted on. 


Article 26. I move to see if the Town will vote to allow the 

removal of the sidewalk which starts at the north entrance to the IGA 
parking lot and runs southerly, parallel to the curbing along Main 
Street approximately 115 feet. This removal subject to the raising 
of private funds for an island with trees to replace the sidewalk 

for the beautification of the Town. 

Amended to read: With the final plan approved by the Selectmen. 


Article passed as amended. 

After Article 26, Louis S. Ballam, Selectman of Walpole for over 39 
years, thanked the Town for the watch that had been presented to him 
during Town Meeting.

Following the 
counting of ballots, the meeting will be recessed until the 26th day of 
March next at 10:00 a.m. in the forenoon, at which time the balance of the 
Articles will be acted on. 


Article 1: To choose the necessary Town officers for their respective 
terms. 


Article 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
additional sum of $1,330,852.00 to supplement money raised and appro- 
priated under Article 10 at the 1985 Annual Town Meeting for the purpose 
of constructing sewerage and sewage treatment facilities, and to auth- 
orize the issuance of Serial Bonds or Notes not to exceed $4,051,000.00 
for the State and local share of project costs to supplement the 
$2,949,000.00 authorized under Article 10 at the 1985 Annual Town Meeting 
under and in compliance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act 
and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and determine the details of such 
bonds or notes and to take such other actions as may be necessary to 
effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or 
notes as shall be in the best interest of the Town of Walpole, and to 
allow the Selectmen to expend such monies as become available from the 
Federal Government or the State of New Hampshire for payment of project 
costs and pass any vote relating thereto. By ballot. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $941,108.00 for support of Town Poor, for Town Libraries, to 
build and repair bridges and highways and for such other expenses as 
May accrue. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to raise money on notes of the Town for current expenses in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to accept such funds and be- 
quests as have been left to it during the year. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by the 
Town by Tax Collector Deed, by public auction (or Advertised Bid), or 
in such other manner as determined by the Board of Selectmen as justice 
may require. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend monies from the State, 
Federal or other governmental units, or a private source, which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the provisions set forth 
in New Hampshire R.S.A.s. 
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Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $7,500.00 to hire a Certified Public Accounting firm to perform 
a "Single Audit Report" of the Town for the year 1987, as required when 
a town receives more than $100,000 EPA funds. 


Article 9: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real 
estate tax lien procedure? These statutes provide that tax sales to 
private individuals for non-payment of property taxes on real estate 
are replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only 
municipality or county where the property is located or the State may 
acquire a tax lien against land and buildings for unpaid taxes. By 
petition. By ballot. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to change the designation 
"Capital Reserve Fund Highway Department" to "Capital Reserve Fund - 
Heavy Highway Equipment". This is to comply with a new ruling. 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $70,000 to purchase a loader with a reversible snow plow with 

a quick coupler hitch and York rake. These funds to be withdrawn from 
the Heavy Highway Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to return $7,899.25 remaining 
in the appropriation to Repair the Town Hall Roof to the General Fund. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,000 to paint the side of the Town Hall facing the Common. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,900 to establish and commence operation of a recycling 
station at the Walpole Landfill. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $13,400 to purchase a new police car and to authorize the dis- 
posal of the present vehicle in a manner most advantageous to the Town. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal 
of $500 from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund, to be used as an offset 
to Town Officers Expenses.

The consultant will provide the Historic District 
Commission and the Town with advice on historic boundaries and a survey 
of structures, recommended ordinance provisions, visual guidelines and 
advice regarding legal aspects of a historic district. Requested by 
the Historic District Commission. 
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Article 19: To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to accept 
private donations of land, interest in land or money for the purposes 
of contributing to the local matching portion required for acquiring 
conservation land or interest in land or other costs associated there- 
with for permanent conservation use under the New Hampshire Land Con- 
servation Investment Program ((LCIP) RSA 221-A, and authorize the 
selectmen to apply for and accept the State matching funds under the 
LCIP for the purposes of acquisition of the fee or lesser interest in 
conservation land. Said appropriated funds may be expended by majority 
vote of the Conservation Commission, with the approval of the selectmen. 
By request of the Conservation -Commission.

First Phase - North Walpole 


Great progress has been made since our 1986 Town Report. J.A. 
McDonald, Inc. was awarded the contract covering the Mountain View 
area known as 3B. This contract is substantially completed with just a 
few minor things to clean up in the spring. While the final figures 
are not yet in, it would appear that the cost will be considerably less 
than the bid price. In the spring, the force main to Bellows Falls 
should be completed and the process of tying-in the homes to the new 
sewer system can begin. 


Ralph B. Goodrich, Inc. was awarded the contract covering the rest 
of North Walpole known as 3A. More difficulties have been encountered 
in this area. However, the project has progressed satisfactorily 
and most of the pipe is in the ground. By the time you get this report, 
the pump station should be in place with the force main across the bridge 
soon to follow. We should be in a position to start tying-in the homes 
in late spring.

Second Phase 


The second phase of the sewer project is to upgrade the Bellows 
Falls sewer treatment facility. We have no responsibility for this 
project other than to pay our allotted share. It is our understanding 
that the bids covering this project have been received but, as of this 
writing, no award has been officially made because of a scarcity of 
grant funds. A delay in completing this project will not postpone the 
delivery of Walpole sewerage to the Bellows Falls facility. 


Third Phase 


The third phase of the sewer project covers interceptor lines in 
Walpole Village and a force main to transfer the sewage to the Bellows 
Falls facility plus two pump stations. This project will be divided 
into two contracts with the anticipation of getting more bidders, lower 
costs and faster completion. 


EPA funds for this project were not available. However, we were 
extremely fortunate as the State has agreed to pick up EPA's share. This 
means that the State will absorb 95% of the eligible costs and the Town 
5%Z of such costs as well as all ineligible costs.

The necessary preliminary work prior to putting the project out for 
bids is now underway. This covers such work as reviewing and finalizing 
all specifications. Hopefully, the contracts can be awarded in the 
spring. 


Since the State's method of paying their share of the costs is 
different from EPA's, and the necessity for making more local funds 
available, an authorizing article will be presented at the Town Meeting. 


While the total project has a long way to go before completion, it 
is well on the way. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank the people in North 
Walpole and others for their patience and understanding. And we thank 
the Town of Langdon for their cooperation during the necessary truck 
detour. 
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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY TRUSTEES - 1987 


1987 has been a very busy year for the Walpole Town Library Trus- 
tees. The library policies were reviewed and revised. This was neces- 
sary to continue as an Associate Library of the Statewide Library Devel- 
opment System. 


Total circulation increased in both libraries. Circulation figures 
include children and adult fiction and nonfiction, magazines, records 
and casettes. 


Several contributions were received in memory of Rense Kolvoord, a 
well known book dealer from Walpole. 


In December, a contract for $40,000 was signed with Alan J. Smith 
to construct the addition of a reference room to the Bridge Memorial 
Library. The foundation has been completed and the construction will 
continue as the weather allows. Additional funds will be necessary to 
complete the room. 


A new furnace was bought and installed in the Bridge Memorial Library. 


In November, Virginia Putnam resigned after nineteen years of 
dedicated service to the Bridge Memorial Library. A tea honoring 
Virginia was held by the Trustees in January. A gift of a pewter 
charger was purchased and presented to Virginia at the tea. 


I am pleased to report that Barbara Lounsbury was hired as head 
librarian of the Bridge Memorial Library. Barbara received her master's 
degree in Library Services from Rutgers University. She has previous 
library experience and has served as a children's librarian. 


The Friends of the Bridge Memorial Library sponsored several pro- 
grams during 1987. For adults, a workshop called Coping with Today's 
Problems led by Ceil Goff was well received. The Tuesday morning 
needlework class continued to meet during the winter months and Gretchen 
Ackerman gave an interesting talk about the Bayeux Tapestry. 


Children's programs included the preschool story hour, the after 
school story hour, the Little Red Wagon, the King's Puppeteers and the 
Summer Reading Program. 


A spring business meeting and a fall potluck supper were enjoyed by 
many members of the Bridge Memorial Library. 


There have been many changes in the North Walpole Library. The 
Commissioners in North Walpole had the ceiling and walls of the library 
painted and the floor cleaned. The stacks were rearranged to provide 
space for a children's area. Drapes were made for the windows. A tele- 
phone was bought and installed and a book cart was purchased. A lovely 
picture was given to the library by Bernard Harty, in memory of his 
father, James Harty. 


I would like to thank the Commissioners of North Walpole for their 
cooperation and for the many improvements they have made to the library. 
Working together, the Commissioners and the Trustees have provided the 
people of North Walpole with a bright, clean and attractive library.

1987 


The year 1987 has been a difficult one in several ways. The turn- 
over in personnel made it impossible to do much of the planned and 
started work with our own crew. We have been successful in bringing 
together a capable group which, with increased familiarity of the jobs 
and the layout of the Town, will do an excellent job. 


The grader has saved many hours and will be great for summer road 
work. The March Hill project was completed at a cost of $66,753 and 
eight tenths of a mile of Valley Road rebuilt at a cost of $57,600. 

We hope this year to tackle Barnett Hill and another stretch of Valley 
Road. We anticipate lowering the Russell Street underpass to increase 
its availability to vehicles and improve the maintenance problem. Neces- 
sary materials such as salt, sand and gravel increased materially in 
price.

WALPOLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1987 was an up and down year for the Walpole Police 
Department. For about three months we were down to only one officer. 
Even being short-handed, this department responded to 803 calls for 
police assistance. These calls ranged from burglar alarms, domestic 
disputes, suspicious vehicles and persons, vandalism, OHRV complaints, 
animal complaints, fire assist, ambulance assist, motorist aid, to 
motor vehicle accidents which totaled 57, compared to 34 in 1986. 


Again, I would like to remind people that home security check 
forms for people going away on vacation, etc., are available either 
at the Selectmen's Office or from any Walpole police officer. 


In 1988, we will continue to upgrade the service of the Police 
Department to the people and businesses of the growing Town of Walpole. 


This year we are asking for a much needed new cruiser. The present 
cruiser was bought in 1982 and is definitely getting tired. 


A Police Benevolent Fund has been started with a generous contri- 
bution from a Walpole citizen. This fund is for such things as new 
uniforms and other items. 


My appreciation to the people of Walpole, especially the Fire and 
Ambulance Departments for their continued assistance and cooperation.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT

REPORT OF THE WALPOLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1987 


We received notice of the resignation of James Johnson with regret. 
Jim made some excellent contributions in the area of forest management. 
Harold Putnam and Van B. Garrison have been appointed to the Commission 
and we welcome their help in carrying on the work of the Commission. 


Ground Water Protection 


The Commission has provided the Planning Board with a copy of the 
New Hampshire Ground Water Protection Manual. In order to make the 
information easier to use, the Ground Water distribution has been drawn 
on a copy of the Walpole Zoning Map. 


Forestry Operations 


Our forestry program for the past year has concentrated on first 
the Water Company Lot and then the Hooper woodlands on Reservoir Road. 
Logging has consisted mainly of thinning the very dense natural and 
planted stands of red and white pine in accordance with the Town Lands 
Management Plan drawn up in 1986 with the help of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture ASCS Program. During this operation, over $20,000 of 
revenue has been turned over to the Town. This follows an additional 
almost $11,000 from a previous operation on the Water Company Lot. 


We have been fortunate that the demand increased for firewood, 
energy chips and particle board material thereby utilizing the small 
hardwood, pine and poplar trees removed during this thinning. This 
type of logging operation is designed to provide space to grow for the 
better trees that were left to mature. Other positive factors were a 
fence post market and log demand for red pine which recently opened up. 
In previous years, the Town had to pay workers to kill the overcrowded 
trees and leave them to fall down which was unsightly and had some risks. 


Our forestry operations have been carried out under contract with 
John Hyslop of Westminster under the direction of John C. Calhoun, 
Forester. The Town has been fortunate to have an operator who is 
willing to handle such a variety of products from our woodlands and 
leave the woods in generally good condition. 


As development extends out into what used to be farm and forest 
land in the Town of Walpole, the town forest will assume an increasingly 
important role as places for hiking, nature study, enjoyment of the 
outdoors and an important protection of water resources. For that 
reason, the Conservation Commission has designed a logging operation 
to provide suitable habitat for our indigenous wildlife whose cover 
and food sources are becoming scarcer as farming declines and demand 
for homesites increase. New Hampshire biologists are working closely 
with us in this regard. 


Your Commission feels that the current thinning operation will 
serve to make the woods more accessible to those wanting to use the 
interior for walking and nature study and at the same time, it improves 
the value of the remaining timber. Students enrolled in the Hooper 
Institute program have visited the logging operations and there have 
been discussions with several classes at the Elementary School in which 
Forester John Calhoun explained the nature of the program being carried 
out. 


Old Home Day 
We were fortunate in our Old Home Day display to have with us Ted Walski, 
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Walpole Conservation Commission cont. 


Wild Turkey Biologist of the New Hampshire Fish and Game Department. 
Ted brought a very interesting display and spent the entire day with 
members of the Commission answering questions and receiving reports on 
wild turkey sightings. 


Literature was made available on forestry management, improvement 
of environment for wildlife and the progress in the restoration of 
Atlantic salmon to the Connecticut River. Small maps showing the size 
and location of the Walpole town forestland were made available to 
everyone. 


Chestnut Tree Project 


We continued our observations and treatment of American Chestnut 
trees and have observed some encouraging results among the 25 young 
trees we have under observation. 


Several 8 and 10 year old trees under observation have responded 
favorably with restoration of healthy wood and bark growing in over 
vicious cankers where that treatment was made with the Hypo-virulent 
Virus supplied to us by Dr. Jack Elliston, USDA Researcher at the 
Connecticut Agriculture Experiment Station. Additional young seedlings 
are now available from Herman Sargent who has pioneered this work for 
17 to 18 years.

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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE -— 1987 


1987 was a busy and productive year for the Hooper Institute. 
Programs in the Walpole school dominated our environmental education 
efforts. We visited every classroom one day per week. Time was also 
spent at Hooper Hall serving visitors to the Farm and Forest Museum. 
Other highlights were: an afterschool program for children, planning 
and participation in the "Connecticut Valley Forum"; and helping an 
outdoor education program at the Walpole school. 


Winter in the schools brought a snowshoeing experience for all the 
upper grades. We also discussed winter survival skills culminating in 
a cookout at the Hooper shelter. We looked at trees in winter and dis- 
cussed how wood lot management can affect wildlife. 


Children discovered environmental issues had local impact. Students 
learned about the effect of acid rain and hazardous waste. A study of 
Walpole's own solid waste problems was highlighted by a field trip to 
the Walpole landfill, Bellows Falls sewage treatment plant and trash to 
energy plant in Claremont. 


Fourth graders learned firsthand about various farm and forest 
operations in our area. They learned a bit about colonial farm life in 
our past as well as agriculature at present. We visited a logging site, 
Welch's sawmill, and Northcott's woodturning shop, plus a sugarhouse. 
The children visited Speed's sheep farm, watched a sheep being shorn 
and learned to spin and card wool. In the spring, they visited Wood- 
ward's greenhouse, Harlow's produce farm, Mr. Vose's chickens, Floyd 
Smith's bees and Barrett's dairy farm. 


Spring also brought lessons on food chains, pond life study and 
hikes up Fall Mountain. The sixth graders did a Connecticut River unit. 
They studied human and natural history in the valley. The project's 
highlight was a two day canoe trip on the river to experience water 
quality and wildlife firsthand. 


Fritze Till managed school programs at the primary level. She 
helped the younger children develop their observational skills by 
thoroughly exploring the environs of the Walpole school. Fritze also 
ran a very successful summer program for younger children two days per 
week. 45 children signed up over the course of the six weeks. 


Fritze has also directed fall school programs in my absence. The 
fifth graders did their annual hawk watch unit which culminated in 
several exciting days of hawk watching and weather recording from the 
hills of Walpole. A unit on non-flowering plants occupied several 
weeks work. Other lessons included leaves, signs of fall, pumpkins, 
water, seed dispersal, camouflage and food chains. The children honed 
their observational skills through numerous scavenger hunts and field 
trips. Older children set up terrariums, visited an apple orchard, 
followed a compass to the river for water studies and adopted a school 
yard tree. Sixth and seventh graders are working on a school yard nature 
trail. Through the fall they have inventoried the site and identified 
plants. They also marked, cleared and leveled a trail and researched 
past land use. 


The Farm and Forest Museum at the Hooper Institute has blossomed 
with interest from many school groups. With the help of the Walpole 
Historical Society, 1987 saw the opening of a new display using forestry 
tools, plus a fascinating diorama of log drives on the river created by 
Chet Newkirk. In 1987, 437 school children and chaperones from ten 
different communities visited the Farm and Forest Museum. This

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than 
normal. The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, 
fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and 
debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our Town and State Forest Fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibi- 
lity of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber 
harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber 
tax payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber 
Tax Law that will impact on all forest landowners.
